Smut in Oats and Barley

jnerease in bunt (stinking smut) o 
wheat. In oats and barley, smut 
disease also causes enormous losses 
which, for the most part, are avoid- 
able. 

In the Praivie Provinces, barley 
ig subjcct to three different smuts, 
and oais to two. FF orimalin and 
organic mercury dusts may be used 
to control all except the true loose 
smut of barley which responds only 
to the hot w ater treatine ni.
